KING Hussein of Jordan arrived here yester- 
day on the first leg of a Gulf tour aimed at 
forgings, uni Red Arab stand against an expec- 
ted flood of Soviet Jews emigrating to Israel. 

Hussein, who will also visit Bahrain, Qatar 
and- the United Arab Emirates, was also 
expected to seek more economic aid for Jor- 
dan. . 

He was welcomed at the airport by HH the 
Amir. Sheikh Jaber Ai Ahmed A1 Sabah, and 
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they immediately held talks. 

Hussein was expected to press for conven- 
ing an emergency Arab summit “unpreceden- 
ted in terms of seriousness and readiness to 
take concrete steps to confront the perils 
besetting the Arab nation,” said an Arab 
diplomat, who spoke on condition of anon- ' 
ymity. 

The diplomat noted: “King Hussein is at 
pains to drive the warning home that the twin 


grave issues, the influx of Jewish immigrants 
from the Soviet Union and Eastern Europe 
and the recurrent Israeli contention to turn 
Jordan into a Palestinian homeland, can only 
be dealt with effectively through a unified 
Arab stand that has the backing of Arab 
political. uriHtary and economic potentials,” 
he added. 

This was the upshot of deliberations bet- 
ween Hussein and his partners in the Arab 


Co-operation Council, presidents Hosni 
Mubarak of Egypt, Saddam Hussein of Iraq 
and Ali Abdullah Saleh of North Yemen, at a 
summit in Amm an Saturday. 

The king, who met Saudi Arabia's King 
Fahd in Riyadh last week on these issues, was 
expected to seek to rally pressure on the 
United States, with which the conservative 
Gulf Arab states have close relations. 

Diplomats said the aim is to sway Washing- 


ton to join the Soviet Union at the UN 
Security Council to produce a resolution 
preventing Soviet immigrants to Israel set- 
tling in the occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip. 

Hussein has speculated a new wave of 
immigration could prompt Israel to force 
Palestinians from the occupied territories into 
his neighbouring kingdom. 

The United Slates has expressed opposi- 


tion to such settlements, but Arab diplomats 
expressed fears that President George Bush’s 
administration might veto a UN resolution. 

As Hussein arrived, the Amir received a 
message from Libyan leader Col Moamnur 
Khaddafi. “who warned against the dangers 
of the influx of the Soviet Jews on the future ol* 
the Palestinian people and their national 
rights." Deputy Premier and Foreign Mini- 
ster Sheikh Sabah Al Ahmed said.

One killed in

ATHENS, Feb 26. (UPI): A rebel 
Iranian radio station said today that 
at least one person was killed and 
several injured when revolutionary 
guards dashed with anti-govern- 
ment demonstrators in central 
Tehran. 

“Radio. Iran,” a rightwing rebel 
radio station broadcasting from out- 
side the country, said the clashes 
occurred yesterday. 

Revolutionary Guards supporting 
Iran's ruling clerics fired their 
weapons, killing one person and 
injuring several, but the crowd con- 
tinued to defy them.

Storm lashes 
Europe: 16 die 

Rain causes flooding 


LONDON, Feb 26, (Agencies): 
At least 16 people were killed and 
scores injured today as high 
winds lashed northwest Europe, 
which only three days ago was 
basking in unseasonally warm 
sunshine. 

Worst hit was Britain where 
nine people died in a string of 
accidents caused by howling 
winds which also claimed four 
lives in Belgium, two in France 
and one in Ireland. 

Instead of admiring wayside 
daffodils which bloomed early in 
Britain's warmest February for 
30 years, motorists struggled to 
control their vehicles and wat- 
ched for falling trees which killed 
three people on the roads in 
south and central England. 

Three more road deaths in 
England were bhubed on the 
weather, while three other fatal 
accidents occurred when a wall 
collapsed, a slate fell off a hotel 
roof and a chimeny fell through a 
roof. 

Gusts of up to 100 mph (160 
kph) battered the southwest 
coast of England, and winds 
almost as strong were recorded 
as far away as West Germany’s 
Rhineland. Weathermen said the 
storms could be as bad as those in 
January which took more than 
80 lives in northwest Europe, 46 
of than in Britain alone. 

Torrential rain also fell in 
many places, flooding villages in 
southern England and northern 


France. Helicopters were sent to 
rescue people from flooded 
homes after the highest tidal 
surge for 30 years breathed sea 
wall defences in north Wales. 

“It was like a raging river com- 
ing across the road. Beer barrels 
and a couple of old wrecked 
televisions came floating past,” 
said garage workshop manager 
George Woolley in the Welsh 
seaside town ofTowyn. 1 

In Belgium, one policeman 
was killed and one seriously hurt 
whena treefeD on tharpatroi car 
in Brussels. A 30-year-old 
woman died in Damme, north- 
ern Belgium, when the tourist 
office building where she worked 
collapsed. 

Two more people died when a 
house collapsed m the village of 
Molenbeelc, .northern Belgium, 
the Interior Ministry said. 

In France, two young men 
were killed in separate incidents 
in Paris suburbs. 

A 22-year-old man was cru- 
shed to death when a wall collap- 
sed in the eastern suburb of Bag- 
cole, while in Choisy-le-Roi, just 
south of Paris, a 1 7-year-old man 
was killed when crushed by a 
slamming door. 

In the Netherlands, rail lines 
were cut, bridges were closed, 
and flights suspended as a 
hurricane raged over the coun- 
try, the second such storm in four 
weeks tune. No fatalities were 
reported.

His government has battled a US- 
backed insurgency for 10 years while 
a US economic embargo has badly 
hurt the economy. 

But voters rejected Ortega's one- 
party rule, which led to the economic 
decline the Sandmistas blamed on 
US hostility. Under the Sandmistas, 
the centrally planned economy was 
wracked by inflation and misman- 
agement. 

“The Nicaraguan people have 
shown that they want to Vive in 
democracy, in peace and in 
freedom,” Mrs Chamorro told more 
than 1,000 cheering supporters! Ifher 
victory is ooufuxnied, she wQl take 
office for a six-year term on April 2S. 

President George Bush today 
applauded the victory of Mrs 
Chamorro and, beginning a major 
policy shift, signalled US willingness 
to Eft economic sanctions against 
Managua. 

“In this year of remarkable 
political change, democracy won 
another victory yesterday. I am most 
pleased that there has been a free and 
fair el ect ion in Nicaragua and that 
the results are being accepted by both 
sides,” he said. 

In a statement read by spokesman 
Marlin Fitzwater, Bush also called 
for national reconciliation in 
Nicaragua and an end to aD military 
strife between the leftist Sandinista 
government. 

Bush also sent Ortega a con- 
gratulatory message for permitting 
international observers to monitor 
the election. 

US Secretary of State Jhmes Baker 
said the international community 
would insist “full civil and military 
power be transferred to the newly 
, elected government”

MANILA, Feb 26, (APy. Communist guerrillas 
killed 1 2 government troopers in ambushes in the 
northern Philippines and two others today near 
President Corazon Aquino's office, authorities 
•said. 

The military said New people’s Army rebels 
ambushed a constabulary j^nvoy Saturday in 
ifugao province, 240 kms (ISO miles) north of 
Manila; killing 10 soldiers and government 


mihtiamen. 

In Quezon province south of Manila, the Philip- 
pine constabulary highway patrol group reported 
that one of its officers was kidnapped by about 20 
guerrillas manning a highway checkpoint in 
Gii m aca. 144 kms (89 miles) southeast fo Manila 
yesterday. 

Master Sgt Juan Annas, highway patrol team 
leader in the nearby town of Lucena, said Capt 


Albert Reyes was taken by the rebels after he 
identified himself as a military officer. 

In another incident Saturday, two more soldiers 
and two rebels were killed in a battle in Nueva 
Vizcaya province, 60 kms (40 miles) south of 
Ifugao, the military reported. 

Urban-based communists were suspected in the 
d ea ths of two navy troopers guarding a govern- 
ment oil depot , police said.

Extraditables want ‘mechanism’ to surrender 




BOGOTA, Feb 26. (Reuter): The group of Colombian 
drug lords known as the "exiraditablcs” called on 
President VirgiUo Barco today to draw up an “adequate 
mechanism” that would allow its members to surrender. 

The group, widely identified with the chieftains of the 
Mfdelbn cocaine cartel, said in a statement published in El 
Ticmpo newspaper that it was also willing to draw up a 
complete national and international list of property used 
in drug trafficking. 

The statement said the extra di tables had proven their 
willingness for peace by suspending a violent anti-govern- 
ment campaign January 17. 

“We hoped that the government through one or more 
persons or an adequate mechanism would implement the 


process of our surrender.** said the statement, addressed to 
a group of influential figures including three former 
presidents, a Roman Catholic cardinal and the head of 
Colombia's biggest leftist party. 

“Through you we ask the President for it today, so that 
in this form Colombia can oversee the culmination of the 
process," it said. 

The statement, said the group's aim was “nothing else 
than to contribute to peace and to eliminate, in good 
portion, the traffic of cocaine from Colombia to other 
countries." 

Barco's government has vowed not to negotiate with the 
drug lords and has said any response to their proposals 
must be constitutional.

KATHMANDU, Feb 26, 
(Reuter); Nepal’s riot police have 
suppressed democracy protests 
in Kathmandu with an ease 
which highlights the poor 
Himalayan kingdom's inex- 
perience of political dissent. 

“The people are very shy”, a 
communist activist admitted 
after police met little resistance in 
thwarting plans for mass demon- 
strations m the capital yesterday. 

For the past week political 
parties, banned since 1960, have 
been trying to mount demonstra- 
tions and strikes to press Nepal’s 
absolute monarch King Biren- 
dra to grant multi-party 
democracy. 

But it is not easy in a country 
that was closed to the world until 
the early 1950s. 

Most Nepalis live in villages 
still accessible only on foot. 
Kathmandu remains a village 
where government intelligence 
has little difficulty finding out 
what the opposition plans. 

The political parties face a 
tough task in their attempts to 
update the widespread belief in 
the king’s divine right to absolute 
rule. 

Communist factions have 
been- forced into pragmatic 
alliance with the Liberal Nepali 
Congress Party in the Movement 
for the Restoration of 
Democracy (MRD). 

“1 should think that for the 
communists it must be frustrat- 


ing," one diplomat said today. 
“The opposition groups are 
absolutely riddled with infor- 
mers. 

“The masses are totally apath- 
etic. There’s not enough of a 
manufacturing base to enable 
development of trade unionism. 
Then if you get a demagogue, 
you go to stir up five families in 
one village and you’ve got to 
walk five days to stir up five 
families in another.” 

Today the government 
ann ounced 12 people had died, 
including a policeman, in two 
days of clashes early last week 
between police and stone-throw- 
ing demonstrators. 

But the confrontations were 
all outside Kathmandu, where 
the campaign was launched with 
little violence on February 18 by 
at least 10,000 people who took 
police by surprise to chant 
democracy slogans in a major 
thoroughfare. 

A week later, plans fora repeat . 
performance collapsed when riot 
police swamped the tiny city’s 
centre to arrest hundreds of 
youths and many of the middle- 
aged, middle-class professionals 
who voiced open frustration with 
the partyless electoral system. 

Diplomats said most were held 
only briefly for questioning. 

Most of the police were armed 
only with bamboo batons. But 
fears that they would use live 
ammunition — as. they did in

SRINAGAR, Feb 26, (UPI): About 25,000 shopk- 
eepers, auto rickshaw drivers, public employees and 
other slogan-shouting protesters staged a fourth 
day of demonstrations for independence of Kash- 
mir as top government leaders in New Delhi revi- 
ewed the ongoing crisis. 

Five bomb explosions shook Srinagar, 400 miles 
(640 km) north of New Delhi, damaging a post 
office, a state animal husbandry office, two private 
companies and the unoccupied home of a former 
education minister, police said. 

There were no injuries in the blasts, which 
apparently were set by Muslim separatists as part or 
an ongoing sabotage campaign. 

Street demonstrations for independence for the 
Himalayan Kashmir region continued for a fourth 
consecutive day in Srinagar, with flags of the Jammu 
and Kashmir Liberation Front (JKLF) — the most 
powerful of a number of underground Muslim 
separatist groups — hoisted atop hospitals and 
government buildings. 

An estimated 25,000 protesters riding in buses 
and on foot braved cold and snow to stage proces- 
sions throughout the day to the headquarters of a 
US military observers group that monitors the 1949 
ceasefire line of the first Indo-Palristan war. 

Among the demonstrators were some 2,000 auto 
rickshaw drivers — their three-wheeled vehicles 
packed with three to five people each — and about 
1 ,000 employees of the bus company of Jammu and 
Kashmir state.

waving, joined the marches to the UN headquarters, 
which were protected by about 50 armed 
paramilitary personnel. 

Some 10,000 protesters who bad travelled by bus 
from Anantnag, 30 utiles (50 km) south of Srinagar, 
were stopped by security forces on the outskirts of 
the city. About a dozen protesters slipped past the

Stone man strikes again 


CALCUTTA India, Feb 26, (AP): The stone man, killer 
who prey* homeless people sleeping on the sidewalks of 
India's largest dty. struck again daring the night, killing 
his 1 1th victim, a teen-age railroad porter, police said 
today. 

Tte body of the latest victim, his head bashed in and a 
blood-stained rock lying nearby, was found by a police 
patrol sbortlv- after midnight under a flyover near eastern 
Calcutta's Seaklah railroad station, officers said. 

The area under the flyover houses shops which normally 
stay open past midnight, Inn an electrical failure — com- 
mon in Calcutta — had blacked outstrtet lights and shops. 

Police officers, speaking on condition of anonymity, 
said the victim was about 14 years old and had been 
working as an unlicensed cootie, or baggage porter, at the 
nearby train station. His name was not immediately 



known. 

The stone man lolled his first known victim on June 4. 
The toD reached seven in September. The last Vitim* 
occurred Feb 20. 6 

AD of the victims were pavement dwellers, homeless 
people who sleep on the sidewalks of Calcutta, a teeming 
dty with a population of 10 mflfioa. 

The r a i lroad porter, like the stone man's previous vic- 
tims, was deeping alone. Most of Calcutta's homeless 
people sleep in groups, especially since the leafing* 
Estimates of the number of pavement sleepers range 
from the65,00Q suggested by dty officials to as many as 1 
million reported byCalcuoa newspapers. 

Police have arrested several people in sweeps through 
the dty, but no one has been charged and the kiflinahave 
continued.

BOSTON, Feb 26, (AP): The space programme 
has given the world much more than moon rocks 
and glimpses of Saturn's tings.

These and other spinoffs from space tech- 
nology, part of a touring exhibit now at Boston's 
museum of science, are proof of how inventors 
and scientists, their eyes trained on the heavens, 
have unproved day-to-day living for the average 
person. 

The ingenuity that allows astronauts to work 
in space’s extreme temperatures and weightless- 
ness is also responsible for the digital graphics, 
the cordless vacuum and computer software for 
makeup application. 

“It’s the ‘oh, gee whiz” effect, when you look 
at thedustbuster and you think it was first used 
to collect moon rocks and now we're having it 
collect our dust,” said Roberta Gongwer.

Tug-of-love gagged 

Father vows to regain Hilary 


AUCKLAND, New Zealand, 
Feb 26, (Reuter): American oral 
surgeon Eric Foretich vowed in 
New Zealand today to win back 
his schoolgirl daughter, who is at 
the centre of a bitter custodial 
fight with his ex-wife Elizabeth 
Morgan. 

But as he arrived to reclaim 
seven-year-old Hilary Foretich. 
hidden for almost two years in 
the town of Christchurch, a local 
judge gagged the war of words 
between the parents, fought out 
before fascinated US media. 

“I intend to see my daughter 
and 1 have every intention of 
bringing her back home,” he told 
reporters after he arrived from 
the United Stales at Auckland 
airport. 

But only hours later, he issued 
a statement saying he would 
make no further comment until 
his court battle in New Zealand 
was over. 

Morgan spent more than two 
years in a US jail for refusing to 
reveal the child's whereabouts. 
She hid Hilary to keep Foretich 
from visiting their daughter, say- 
ing he had sexually abused her. 
Foretich vigorously denies the 
charges. 

The battle moved to New 
Zealand last week when Foretich 
discovered Hilary was living with 
her maternal grandparents in a 
Christchurch motel. 

Asked if Hilary had anything 
to fear from him, Foretich said: 
“That question doesn't even 
warrant an answer.” 


A New Zealand family court 
judge damped down on wide 
comment on the case carried in 
the local media. He issued a terse 
statement reminding journalists 
of lough New Zealand laws 
which ban any comment on a 
family court case unless the court 
allows it. 

“At this stage 1 direct that 
there be no release of informa- 
tion concerning this case.” he 
said. 

Family courts, which are 
closed to the public and media, 
aim to sort out domestic disputes 
such as the Foretich case. 

Instead of flying on 
immediately to Christchurch, 
about 750 km (470 miles) south 
of Auckland. Foretich held four 
hours of talks with his local 
lawyers. 

A statement issued through his 
solicitors afterwards contrasted 
sharply with the open wai of 
words fought in the United 
States. 

“Dr Foretich does not 
propose to make any further 
comment until after the proceed- 
ings currently before the New 
Zealand family court are dispos- 
sed of,” it said. 

“Dr Foretich has been advised 
of the strict rules governing com- 
ment on court proceedings in 
New Zealand. He believes that 
media comment and speculation 
are prejudicial and not in the best 
interests of his daughter.” 
Hilary's grandfather, W illiam 
Morgan, told New Zealand 


television today that Hilary wan- 
ted to commit suicide shortly 
after they first went into hiding 
but did not provide details after 
exchanging a glance with his 
wife, Antonia. 

Hesaid the girl told him yester- 
day she had dreamed that her 
father “is coming to get me” and 
that he told her 'it wasn’t a 
dream - 

Antonia Morgan said Hilary 
spoke with Elizabeth Morgan by 
telephone today for the first time 
in years. 

“Wheshe talked to her mother 
she broke down in tears." said 
Antonia Morgan. 

Tbe Morgans said Hilary now 
goes by the name Ellen Morgan. 

“She doesn't like to be called 
Hilary anymore," Wittiam Mor- 
gan said. 

The intense news coverage 
generated by the case prompted 
Prime Minister Geoffrey Palmer 
to warn hundreds of visiting US 
journalists to study and heed 
New Zealand's lough coniempt- 
of-court rules, which mandate 
privacy. 

The law calls for a fine and up 
to three months in prison for any 
journalists who makes public 
information about family court 
hearings that has not been 
released by the judge, who must 
act in the best interests of the 
child.

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Tycoon Forbes’ ashes to be flown to Fiji 


Inscription on tombstone ‘While alive, he lived’ 
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NEW YORK, Feb 26, (Reuter): 
Publisher Malcolm Forbes, the flam- 
boyant American millionaire who 
died on Saturday left instructions 
that his ashes be flown to his private 
island in Fiji and that his tombstone 
be inscribed, “While alive, he Kved,” 
his son said yesterday. 

Forbes, 70, who set records in hot 
air balloons, rode motorcycles with 
film star Elizabeth Taylor, gave lav- 
ish parties and still had time to run _ 


one or tbe world’s most influential 
business magazines, died of a heart 
attack while napping at his New Jer- 
sey mansion on Saturday afternoon. 

A private funeral was scheduled 
for today at an undisclosed site. Foll- 
owing cremation, the ashes were to 
be burned on the Forbes-owned 
island of Laucala in Fiji. 

A public memorial service was 
scheduled for Thursday at St Barth- 
olomew's Church in New York City, 


a service sure to be packed with hun- 
dreds, of celebrities, politicians and 
tbe fellow millionaires who saw For- 
bes as capitalism’s greatest advocate. 

One of those most shaken by the 
death was Taylor, tbe actress who 
rode double on Forbes' Harley- 
Davidson for many a motorcycle 
ride. “1 feel like a great light has been 
turned off,” Taylor said. “He was 
one of the best friends ! ever had.”

The younger Forbes, who will suc- 
ceed his father as editor-in-chief for 
Forbes magazine, recalled his fath- 
er's wounds during World War Two, 
his motorcycle accidents, his free falls 
In balloons. 

“He always said life was a risk, 
whether getting out of bed or getting 
up in a baloon. But we never believed 

it (death) would happen to him,” said 
Forbes Jr, who has been deputy 
editor of the magazine since 1982.

WASHINGTON, Feb 26, (Reuter): The 
United States, insisting that the war on drugs 
must be global, is pressing Europe to crack 
down more strenuously on money-laundering 
and the export of ch emical? used to produce 

cocaine.

To make it more difficult for the cocaine 
trade to buy chemicals by the tanker-load, 
legislati o njpassed three months ago provides 
for the US chemical industry to report their 
deals with South American clients to the gover- 
nment. 

According to US Drug Enforcement Admin- 
istration (DEA) estimates, up to 70 per cent of 
the acetone, ether, potassium permanganate, 
methyl, ethyl, ketone and similar chemicals 
shipped by US companies to South America in 
the past ended up in clandestine cocaine 
laboratories. 

US officials say the Chemical Diversion and 
Trafficking Act, passed by Congress in 
October, throttled the flood of US chemicals to 
the cocaine trade. 

At a recent US Senate hearing on cocaine 
chemicals. West Germany, the Netherlands, 
Britain and France were mentioned as new 
sources. 

DEA deputy assistant administrator Gene 
Haislip expressed Washington's displeasure 
with the Europeans in testimony before the 
Senate Committee on Foreign Commerce. 

“1 have consulted with several of the 
European governments ... and there is a reluc- 
tance to impose controls over these chemicals,” 
he said.

UK, Spain may agree on curbs 


MADRID, Feb 26, (AP): Britain and Spain 
may agree on measures to prevent the laun- 
dering of drug money in Gibraltar, but they 
can do little to ensure the British colony’s 
local government will implement them, 
diplomats say. 

Ironically, it would be the second time in 
as many years that Spanish and British 
officials find themselves on the same side in a 
major public dispute with Gibraltar.

Health Minister Julian Garda Vargas 
made thinly veiled references to Gibraltarat 
the UN special session on drugs Thursday, 
where he urged countries to crack down on 
offshore banking centres under their con- 
trol. 

Vargas then told reporters that Spain 
would “soon reach an agreement with 
Britain" to apply to Gibraltar a 1989 anti- 
drug agreement that authorises judges in 
either country to freeze resources of suspec- 
ted traffickers. 

A British source, who commented that 
“there is always some of that money” in an 
offshore centre, said an agreement was pos- 
sible, although he admitted Britain had *not 
a Gat lot” of leverage in Gibraltar’s internal 
affairs.

Nunez, his parents and three brothers 
ran for their lives on the night of the US 
invasion that overthrew Noriega and 
devastated the poverty-stricken El 
Chorrilio area where his headquarters 
stood. 

Nearly two months later, they and some 
2,000 other former residents of El 
Chorrilio are living in a huge hangar on the 
edge of a US AirForce base. Crowded into 
small wooden cubicles, they are surviving 
on two meals a day provided by the US 
government. 

Another 850 displaced persons are liv- 
ing nearby in more than 40 tents. 

“We are hoping things are going to 
change,” said Nunez, who is 22 years old 
and unemployed. 

The refugee camp is intended as a tem- 
porary solution by US and Panamanian 
authorities while permanent housing is 
found or built. 

In the meantime, many of the social and 
economic problems that plagued El 
Chorrilio, one of the most crime-ridden 
areas of Panama City, can now be found at 
the camp. 

Unemployment there is dose to 70 per 
cent, according to officials and Nunez and 
other residents complain of drug dealing 
and violence.

Japanese media reports said Prime 
Minister Toshiki Kaifu. who won an 
unexpectedly strong majority in e lec- 
tions on Feb 18, was resisting 
demands for politicians tainted by 
bribery scandals to be named to lhe 
cabinet. 

Kyodo News Service said Kaifu 
spent most of today in conference 
with the leaders of the five main rac- 
oons in the Liberal Democratic Pan y 


(LDP) trying to reach a compromise 
on wbo would make up the cabinet.

LDP Secretary-General Ichiro 
Ozawa met Kaifu early in the day and 
told reporters afterwards that the 
prime minister had not made a final 
decision on the line-up. 

Kaifu has to announce the new 
cabinet tomorrow after parliament 
reconfirms him m office. 

. It was left to Finance Minister 
Ryutaro H ash i mo to and senior 
bureaucrats to field questions about 
the plunging stock market, where the 
key Nikkei index fell 1, 569. 10 points 
or 4.50 per cent to 33.321.

Hashimoto, lipped by the Japan- 
ese media to keep his post in the new 
government, told reporters he would 
keep a close watch on the stock 
market but saw little panic selling.

“I don’t think it could trigger a stock 
market crash worldwide.”

Chinese, Buddhists clash 


Rushdie ruling challenged 


BEUING, Feb 26, (Reuter): China’s communist 
leaders and Tibetan Buddhists are once more in 
conflict, this time over the mystical search for a 
revered incarnation of a Buddhist deity. 

Officially an atheistic body, the Co mmunis t Party 
claims the right to approve the reincarnated succes- 
sor of the Panchen Lama, Tibet’s second highest 
spiritual leader, who died last year. 

After his death, the Panchen Lama's rotund, 
Buddha-shaped body was gilded in gold and enth- 
roned in a shrine in Tashi Lhunpo monastery in a 
remote High River Valley . 

His painted Ups smile and his painted eyes watch 
over pilgrims and peasants who flock in mourning 
to the temple in Shigatse, Tibet's second main 
religious centre. 

Fifty monks sit in parallel rows below his throne, 
meditating on SO identical pictures of the Lama 
while red ting prayers for his reincarnation. 

A complex historical figure, the Panchen had 
been China's main spokesman for its policies on 
Tibet and an intermediary between Bdjmg and the 
Dalai Lama, Tibet's exiled god-king. 

Tibetans believe the Panchen, who died in Jan- 
uary 1989, was the 10th incarnation of Amitabha, a 
Buddhist deity who takes human form to lead foll- 
owers toward enlightenment. 

Like all High Lamas, or monks, he is believed to 
be able to choose the time and place of his next 
incarnation. 

But last August Chinese Premier Li Peng ordered 
that the search for the 1 1th Panchen l-ama must be 
within Chinese borders, conducted by a govern- 
ment-organised committee in accordance with 
China's constitution and approved by the state 
council. 

Buddhist clergy in Tibet, India and Japan den- 
ounced the order as state intrusion into an 
intimately religious matter. 

“Unless Deng Xiaoping and his friends become 
Buddhist, the search for the next Panchen Lama is 
none of then business. This is a rdi^ous affair, not a 
political vacancy," said Pema Gyalpo, the Dalai 
Lama's repr esentative in Tokyo. 

According to centuries-old Tibetan custom, sen- 
ior monks from the Tashi Lhunpo monastery 
should conduct the search in consultation with high 
Lamas throughout the region and under the leader- 
ship of the Dalai 

Control over the search has become a major issue 
in the Long-running battle between Beijing and the 
Dalai Lama over the direction of Tibet's religious 
and political future. 

China says it has held sovereignty over Tibet since 
the 13th century. It sent the People's liberation 
Army into the Himalayan region in 1950 to enforce 
its claim- Full-fledged communist rule began after 
an anti-Chinese uprising in 1959.

LONDON, Feb 26, (Reuter): A British Muslim 
group launched a fresh court challenge today to 
bring author Salman Rushdie to trial for 
allegedly blaspheming Islam. 

It was the latest round in a legal battle by the 
British Muslim Action Front to bring Rushdie 
and his publishers Viking Penguin tgtrial over 
his novel “The Satanic Verses!" 

The front’s lawyer, Ali Azhar, asked high 
court judges to overturn a decision last March 
by a magistrate not to allow charges against 
Rushdie on the grounds that British blasphemy 
laws do not apply to Islam. 

Azhar told apacked courtroom that the novel 
i “vilified the Prophet Mohammed ([PBUH)aod 
grossly outraged and deeply insulted the 


religious feelings of Muslims.” 

He said be based his case on judicial auth- 
orities stating that blasphemy involved 
“indecent and offensive attacks on Christianity 
or the scriptures or sacred persons or objects.” 
Abdul Choudhury, convenor of the British 
Muslim Action Front, is seeking a judicial 
review of chief metropolitan- magistrate Sir 
David Hopkin denial of sumonses to prosecute 
Rushdie and the Viking Penguin publishing 
company for “blasphemous libel and seditious 
libel under common law." 

Hopkin refused the March 1989 plea on the 
grounds that British blasphemy laws applied 


only to Christianity.

Tehran 
and London broke diplomatic ties as a result. 


In dian -born Rushdie, who has been in hiding 
since Khomeini's decree, was not in the heavily- 
guarded courtroom. Lawyers and the public 
were admitted only after thorough searches. 

Earlier this month Khomeini's successor. 
Ayatollah Ali Khamenei, renewed the death

Premier Li Peng, but has agreed with other leaden to retain him through this year to preserve political stability, Chinese 
sources say. 

Deng, however, has devised a strategy to call a major Communist Party meeting in 1991 during which he hopes to 
engineer the removal ofLi and the true retirement of the conservative party elders supporting the unpopular premier, the 
sources raid. 

Rumours of a power struggle and a possible shakeup in the Chinese leadership’s upper echelons have been circulating 
for weeks in advance of the annual session of China's rubber-stamp Pariiament,.the National People's Congress, which 
opens March 20. 

1 The meeting will be the first full NPC session since last year’s pro-democracy movement and the crackdown that 
followed. Government personnel changes are announced each year during the session, which generally ratifies decisions 
already made by party leaders. 

Interviewed in recent days, the

BANGKOK, Feb 26, (Reuter): 
Cambodian civilians bore the I 3 
brunt of a government offensive E 
today after troops using tanks s 
and heavy artillery drove 
guerrillas from recently-cap- 
tured areas near the border with 
Thailand, guerrillas said. 

Guerrilla spokesmen said 
bombardments had killed or 
wounded hundreds of civilians, 
and relief officials on the Thai 
side of the much-crossed frontier 
prepared for a new stream of 
refugees. 

The guerrillas spoke bitterly 
about a Chinese cut-off in 
weapon supplies which they said 
had left them little chance ofhan- 
ging on to the slice of northwes- 
tern Cambodia they had cap- 
tured since last September. 

The reversal of their own 
offensive, the biggest advance in 
the 1 1 -year-old war against the 
Vietnamese-backed government 
in Phnom Penh, was seen as a 
political and military blow as 
they sat down to peace talks in 
Jakarta this week. 

They appealed to the United 
States and other Western coun- 
tries which have previously lent 
support to fill the gap. 

A relief official in the Thai 
border town of Aranyaprathet 
said he expected up to 10,000 
refugees. 

"Preparations have been 
made, extra supplies have been 
laid on. There is a trickle but not ! 
yet a flood," he said. 

In Boeng TrakuL a Cam- 
bodian village controlled by the 
Khmer People's National 
Liberation Front, a KPNLF 
official told a reporter from the 
television film agency Visnews: 
“The people were just getting 
used to this new system of admin- 
istration." 

"Now everything will be 
gone,” Nyet Sophon, head of 
civilian programmes, said in an 
interview at the weekend.

Ranariddh said he welcomed 
the escalating support for a UN 
interim administration pending 
free elections, a plan long rejec- 
ted by the Vietnamese until the 
recent reversal of their stand. 

“The UN must play a real 
major role," Ranariddh said, 
insisting upon “the dismantling 
of all government departments 
of the present regime.” 

Ranariddh's arrival remarks 
set the stage for another standoff

MOSCOW, Feb 26. (UP1): Czechoslovak 
President Vaclav Havel met Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev today during a visit 
expected to end with a signed agreement to 
withdraw all 73,500 Soviet troops from 
Czechoslovakia. 

As Havel, the playwright-turned- 
president, arrived in the Soviet capital, the 
first Soviet units began leaving Cze- 
choslovakia in a pullout ending one of the 
grimmest pages of the Leonid Brezhnev 
era — the Soviet-led Warsaw Pact 
invasion of 1968 that suffocated the 
Prague Spring reform movement. 

The pullback from Czechoslovakia is 
part of Gorbachev's new policy of ending 
costly overseas occupations to concentrate 
on domestic problems. Soviet troops are 


leaving Hungary, and the Russian vessels 
have started pulling out of Cam Ranh Bay 
in Vietnam. 

The Soviets have said that the bulk of the 
withdrawal from Czechoslovakia will be 
completed by this June, but complete 
pullout will only be completed in 199 1 . 

Havel, however, has said he warns all the 
troops and equipment out by the end of 
1990. 

“In Moscow, we shall not sign any 
capitulation acts. We shall go into council 
on how to eliminate the consequences of 
the 20-year capitulation," Havel said in 
Prague yesterday, referring to ending the 
occupation. 

Both the Soviet side was making every 
effort for a quick compromise on any 


timetable differences. 

"There are no fundamental differences 
between the USSR, and Czechoslovakia on 
the withdrawal of Soviet troops from the 
country," Col Gen. Anatoly Kleimenov, 
deputy chief of the general staff of the 
Soviet armed forces, told the Tass news 
agency. 

Gorbachev's hands-off policy in Eas- 
tern Europe allowed the Czechoslovaks to 
rid themselves of one of the most oppres- 
sive communist regimes in what was once 
known as the iron bloc countries. 

Havel, who visited the Soviet Union 23 
years ago as an individual and not a gover- 
nment figure, said recently he was looking 
forward to his return.

JOHANNESBURG, Feb 26, (AP): Thirteen 
blacks, including four policemen, were killed in a 
series of attacks, most of which bad political over- 
tones, police and witnesses said today. 

The reports came the day after African National 
Congress leader Nelson Mandela urged a huge 
crowd to end the black-on-black fighting in tne 
southeastern province on Natal that has claimed 
•some 3,000 lives over the past four years. 

Police with shotguns killed two protesters and 
wounded four more today when they fired on a 
crowd attacking a community centre in a black 
township near the central town ofKroonstad, police 
said. 

Two policemen were fatally shot near Pieter- 
maritzburg in Natal province last ngjht and two 
other officers died in separate incidents nearby, 
police added. 

Three men were killed and two injured in clashes 
yesterday in Natal between rival factions, police 
said. Warring groups burned houses and huts in two 
areas of Natal during the fighting, they said. 

In the black homeland of Venda, two people 
where killed when police dispersed a rally on Satur- 
day in honour of Mandela, the independent South h 
African Press Association said in a report that f 
quoted a witness. 

Also, police said two men were burned to death in 
Soweto, outside Johannesburg. The men had car 
tyres placed around their necks and set alight, a form 
of attack known as the “necklace.” Police said they 
did not know the motive for the killings. 

In Cape Town, police arrested about 25 people 
demonstrating outside Parliament in support of 
relatives at the nearby Robben Island prison who 
have been jailed for politically motivated acts. 
Police declared the protest illegal and forced the 
demonstrators, mostly women, mto vans. 

The anti-apartheid Mass Democratic Movement 
said 343 men^ were participating in a hunger strike at 
the prison. The prisons service said only that “a 
number” of inmates were not eating. 

The hunger strikers consider themselves political 
prisoners who should be freed under reforms 
initiated by the President F.W. de Klerk, the Mass 
Democratic Movement said. 

De Klerk has said his government will release 
people convicted of belonging to previously out- 
lawed groups that be legalised Feb 2. However, the 
government has refused to free activists convicted of 
violent crimes. 

De Klerk legalised the African National Congress 
and other black opposition groups and released 
Mandela in a bid to start talks on ending white- 
minority rule and sharing power with blacks. 

Mandela, meanwhile, resumed his busy schedule 
of meetings today at his Soweto home. 

He held talks with Helen Suzman, an anti-aparth- 
eid politician who retired last year after 36 years in 
Parliament, and Gavin Kelly, chief executive of 
Anglo American, the world’s largest gold mining 
firm. 

Mandela, who favours state control of the mines, 
said afterward: “Nationalisation (of the mines) is 
the policy of the ANC and it is a step which is 
perfectly logical." 

Relly told reporters he did not discuss national- 
isation with Mandela, but said such a policy was 
“not practical to make modem economies work." 

Mandela also met black trade union leaders, a 12- 
member Italian parliamentary delegation and 
visited inmates at the Diepkloof prison in Soweto. 

He leaves tomorrow for the ANC’s exile 
headquarters in Zambia, his first stop on an 1 8-day, . 
four-nation tour.

Mass hunger

CAPE TOWN, Feb 26. (Reuter): Over 300 prisoners 
at the infamous Robben island jail -off Cape Town 
where Nelson Mandela spent most of his prison term 
went on hungo 1 strike today, a' prisons department 
spokesman said. 

Hipnan rights activists said the 343 prisoners, who 
consider themselves incarcerated for political 
reasons, were demanding their own release and an 
improvement in prison conditions. 

Last year a country-wide series of hunger strikes 
prompted the government to free hundreds detained 
without trial under South Africa's state of emergency 
regulations. 

Justice Minister Kobie Coctsee said a year ago that 
3 74 people were serving sentences of offences against 
state security. 

But the anti-apartheid human rights commission 
said Coetsee's figure did not include about 3,000 
political prisoners held in tribal homelands — black 
mini-states set up by Pretoria for the country's dif- 
ferent tribes. 

Reformist President F.W. de Klerk has removed 
restrictions affecting the activities of the African 
National Congress (ANC), the main group fighting 
white rule, and declared an amnesty for ANC mem- 
bers convicted of non-violent crimes.

“My message to those of you involved in this 
battle of brother against brother is this: take your 
guns, your knives and your pangas and throw them 
into the seas,” Mandela told an estimated 100,000 
blacks.

bound for Italy. 

A Gulf-based shipping executive, who asked

moved under tow. 

He said a southerly wind was helping to coo) 
the ship but would also slow its progress. 

The fire killed the American captain and first 
mate and forced the other 23 crew to abandon 
ship. They were rescued by the missile frigate 
USS Simpson, patrolling nearby. 

All were later flown home, except boatswain 
Earl Washington, 41, of Louisiana, who 
remains in a Dubai hospital with burns. 

Since then the tanker had remained off the 



United Arab Emirates coast while up to adoze n 
salvage tugs banted around theclock to contain 
the fires raging in the starboard cargo tanks. 

The fires were controlled briefly Friday but 
erupted again when some of the tanks, earlier 
said lobe 70 per cent intact, began leakmg their 
volatile contents.

Co-op talk 


THE chairman of the Union of | 
Co-operative Societies, Sxad A1 
Sawarej has said that the union 
was established in 1971 to organ- 
ise the co-operative movement 
and to achieve economic, social 
and human ambitions. 

Co-operative societies have 
contributed to developing the 
local social and economic life 
through several channels such as 
supporting national industries 
by according priority to these 
indigenous products. Further, 
co-operatives have resisted 
attempts to hike prices of com- 
modities and have brought about 
the much sought after equality 
between consumers and mer- 
chants. 



THE Ministry of Planning’s 
annual statistics indicate that 
local agricultural sector as an 
entity plays only a limited role in 
contributing to tbe national 
economy. 

Statistics attributed this low 
level of support to the poor fer- 
tility of sou, scarcity of irrigation 
water, unsuitable weather condi- 
tions and lack of skilled agricul- 
tural manpower. However, sour- 
ces said that Kuwait has 
gradually begun to overcome 
some of these difficulties by util- 
ising greenhouses to protect . 
plants from adverse weather con- 
ditions and conducting 
feasibility studies to utilise water 
supply from the Shatt A1 Arab of 
Iraq as well as recycling sewage 
water. 

Statistics indicated some 
important figures that explain 
the development of the agricul- 
tural sector in the country which 
depict a sharp increase in the 
agricultural areas during the last 
ten years. Further, the area of 
local farms increased from 17 
million square metres in 1981 to 
44 million square metres in 1986. 
Afforested area has also amoun- 
ted to 22 million square metres in 
1986. 

Statistics further indicated 
that the state has undertaken 
comprehensive plans to develop 
fish and animal wealth. 
However, Kuwait still imports 
fish, the value of which amoun- 
ted to KD7,3 59,715 in 1988. 

Meanwhile, it is reported that j 
Kuwait is expected to make a 
noticeable increase in the level of 
vegetable production — par- 
ticularly, since 95 per cent of 
leafy vegetables are produced at 
the Kuwait farms in Abdali and 
Wafm 

Sources told Seyassah that the 
concentration during thecoming 
period would be on vegetables, 
such as tomatoes and eggplants 
and other consumer vegetables. 
It added that recommendations 
have been provided to these 
farms on methods to develop 
thear produce. 

The sources said that the 
greenhouses and soil-less 
agriculture techniques have been 
introduced to contribute to the 
efforts to counteract seasonal 
agriculture. The Agriculture 
. Affairs and Fish Resources 
Authority have provided ■ far- 
mers with all needed assistance to 
develop their farms due to their 
: nherent national importance. 


THE director of the Coast 
Guards Department at the Min- 
istry of Interior Col. Ghazi Al 
Omar has said that special coast 
guards units at the Kuwaiti 
islands will be assigned 
additional responsibi lilies in the 
future and provided with more 
advanced facilities. 

He told a local duly that all 
Kuwaiti islands were open to 
visitors except those officially 
advertised as being under the 
supervirion of the Ministry of 
Defence. He said that Qarweh, 
Kubar and Um A1 Maradcm 
were open to visitors, overnight 
campers, however no fishermen 
were allowed to remain at sea 
around these islands after sunset. 

He said as to the island of Oha. 
day-visits are permitted but stay- 
ing overnight is disallowed, as 
the island had only off late been 
received from the Defence Minis- 
try and plans remained to be 
carried out on the island regard- 
ing existing chalets, in the best 
interest of the country. 

Access 

He said that it has become 
increasingly difficult for infil- 
trators to gam access into the 
country via these islands as some 
are populated and the others 
were heavily under coast guard 
protection. 

Omar called for the construc- 
tion of more marinas alongside 
these islands to provide the 
needed facilities for the coast 
guards speedboats to operate 
and carry out their duties. The 
department personnel, he said 
had been able to arrest quite a 
number of infiltrators, adding 
that the department continued to 
upgrade its staff capabilities and 
I equipment to improve its perfor- 
mance and optimise the success- 


ful implementation of its vital 
national duties. 

He stressed the existing 
element of co-opcration between 
the department and the national 
navy troops at the Ministry of 
Defence, adding that this co- 
operation is clearly manifested in 
the organisation of advanced 
training courses to improve the 
efficiency of personnel operating 
at sea. 

Omar pointed oui that the area 
of co-operation was not confined 
to protecting Kuwaiti islands, 
but included the enforcement of 
full control over the country’s 
territorial waters. 


He said that the department 
had sent a number of coast 
guards officers for training in 
Egypt and that the study course 
would lead to a BSc in naval 
sciences, adding that the depart- 
ment is looking forward to the 
graduation of a new batch of 
officers next year. 


Missing boats 


Commenting on the repeated 
incidents of missing private 
boats, he said that this unfortun- 
aie phenomenon was tbe result or 
the absence of sea planning, and 
that such incidents occurred 
mainly because of the boat tak- 
ing the wrong course and sailing 
in the wrong direction into the 
territorial water of other coun- 
tries. 

He added that other factors 
involved in these mishaps were 
the inexperience of the boat 
owners, particularly as seen in 
their inability to repair sudden 
technical failures or correctly use 
the compass.

Meanwhile, the assistant 
director of the department 
Major Majed A! Baijan said that 
the Kuwait islands formed the 
security fence around the coun- 
try and were the first defence line. 
He said that the duties and res- 
ponsibilities entrusted to the 
department were constantly 
growing due to various con- 
siderations pertaining to security 
and safety in the region.

He 
added that the department hopes 
that these islands would be fully 
secured in the next national five- 
year plan.

SHOWAK, Sudan, (APy. A quick, look ala medical reference book, told 
American paediatrician Dr Dawn Huff that the black scabs on the little 


bo^'s body were symptoms of a rare, potentially fatal form of zinc 


ciency. 

The Sudanese government bans zinc imports even for medical 
purposes. And the nearest, poorly supplied pharmacy was more than 
100 miles (160 kilometres) away. 

Commodities 

Like many Third World countries with foreign exchange problems, 
Sudan bars the import of a variety of commodities considered nones- 
sential — like zinc — in an effort to hold onto as many dollars as 
possible. 

What to do? Dr Huff dug into her rucksack, pulled out her personal 
supply of multivitamins and minerals, ground them up and treated the 
Ethiopian orphan. 

In most places, such improvisation isn't standard medical procedure. 
But it's necessary when you practice in this tiny, dusty village of eastern 
Sudan, SO miles (80 kilometres) west of the Ethiopian border. 

Refugees from famine and from Africa's longest war, the Eritrean 
rebellion in northern Ethiopia, have fled to several camps on the 
outskirts of Showak. 250 miles (400 kilometres) east of Khartoum. It is 
for them that Ms. Huff, 29, and eight other US and Canadian 
Samaritans work. 


They are volunteers with Lalmba, the Eritrean word for "place of 
hope," a tiny charity founded inside Eritrea in 1982 by a young soldier 
from Kansas City, Hugh Downey. 

In 1 977, Marxist strongman Mengistu Haile Mariam took power in 
Addis Ababa and nationalised Lalmba’s hospital, orphanage, 10 


schools and obstetrics clinic. So Downey and his wife Marty joined 

Sudan 


hundreds of thousands of Eritreans who already had fled into 
and set up their organisation in Showak in 1978. 

The Downeys now live in the United States but annually visit then- 
mission, a collection of Sudanese-style round, mud-brick huts with 
cone-shaped straw roofs called Tukules. Volunteers live in private 
Tukules and work in clinics housed in Tukules. There's even a “com- 
puter Tukule" for Lalmba’s small computer. 

The Lalmba compound is discernible from its sureoimdmgmainly by 
a mass of red and pink from burgeoning bougainvillea bushes the 
volunteers have planted. 

Volunteer 

Each Lalmba volunteer spends about one year in Showak. Most view 
Lbe experience as an adventure as well as an opportunity to help others. 

"I always wanted to come to Africa," said Charles Keller, a 26-year- 
old pre-medical student. 

“I've always felt that I’ve been given a lot and had to give back 
something. When 1 finish, here. I'll go back to medical school then 
return to Africa. It’s a difficult job, but I love it” 

Besides learning to adapt to the heat and dust storms of eastern 
Sudan, Lahnba volunteers must contend with official bureaucracy that 
delays medical shipments and the problems all Sudanese face — 
shortages in bread, electricity and most other things. 

Deborah Dorothea Oke Nation, 39, a nurse, takes the everyday 
challenges of Showak in stride. 

“Weall laugh a lot,’* she said. "A sense of humour is our salvation." 
Lalmba' s three clinics in and around Showak cater to around 6,500 
Eritreans as well as the estimated 10,000 Sudanese in the village. 

Charles Fautin, a registered nurse and Lalmba’s project director, 
said that Lalmba's annual budget is around S100,000 all privately 
donated. 

"With the inflation in Sudan, this isn't adequate,” he said, adding 
that donations are difficult to attract when Namibia and Eastern 
Europe are attracting attention. 

Lalmba's main aim is to train Eritrean staff to provide medical 
services in the refugee camps. 

Refugees 

Hashu Haile, an Eritrean, is a Lalmba protege with medical training 
in Eritrea and seven years' experience as a medical examiner. His 
primary functions include teaching refugees the importance of clean 
drinking water and good personal hygiene. 

Hashu i lists diseases of the respiratory and digestive systems, malaria 
and meningitis as the main health problems in the camps. 

In addition to an orphanage with 22 children, the mission's clinics 
treat about 6,000 Eritrean and Sudanese patients a month. U works 
with a Swiss charity to sponsor an eye clinic equipped to perform 
surgery. 

Showak's only other source of medical care is a Sudanese doctor in 
private practice. 

Touring Abuda, one of the camps outside Showak, Ms HufT smiled 
as she checked the healing scabs on the 3-month-old baby she had 
treated with her multivitamins. 

“It seems to have worked fine. He's much better," she said. 

It's not always so. 

"We ha\e seen cases where children have congenital heart diseases, 
cases that can be cured with operations," she said. “But we don't have 
the facilities, and they die." 

She and her paediatrician husband Dr Kurt Barndt often find 
themselves resorting to reference books when they deal with un familiar 
tropica! diseases. 


WASHINGTON: What is increasingly worrying 
the Bush administration Is the grim evidence of the 
rapidly deteriorating Soviet economy. The 
American experts are now estimating that a negative 
growth rate will have set in by mid-1990. Thus while 
Gorbachev is fighting for a new constitution and 
more powers for himself, the people the Soviet 
system is supposed to help most, largsr families and 
pensioners, are worse and worse off. One reason 
apparently that the shelves in the shops are empty is 
that people are getting out of roubles which they 
consider worthless. People think that whatever 
goods one buys, they are worth more than paper 
currency. 

According to one specialist in Soviet economic 
affairs, it all adds up to the fact that the economic 
disintegration of the Soviet Union has set in. Since 
the beginning of February, for instance, one needs 
special ration cards in Leningrad to qualify for the 
purchase of certain essential produce. However, if 
one is not a resident of Leningrad one cannot buy 
those essentials in the shops of Leningrad. Each 
state is introducing simil ar systems in order to limit 
buyers to shop only where they live. Also more and 
more factories are resorting to barter trade because 
they cannot get what they need for roubles. Only 
people who work in factories or in government 
offices are relatively better off because they can get 
what they need through private channels provided 
for by their employers. 

Co-operatives are an essential part of the reform 
movement but they are encountering heavy opposi- 
tion. They are run half-heartedly by ill-prepared 
bureaucrats who seem to be more interested in 
discrediting reform. The other day an article 
appeared m one of the newspapers under the 
headline “Co-ops and racketeers." It explains why it 
is so difficult to make a co-op work. The reason is 
that the owners have to bribe and pay off so many 
people in order to be able to function that there is no 
profit in operating a co-operative. 

As to the joint ventures with foreign companies, 
most of the 1,500 that have so far been signed have 
beenput on hold until theSovieteconomy improves. 
And those which are under negotiation somehow 
don't make progress because those interested can't 
figure out with whom to negotiate. Nobody seems to 
know who is in charge and who can sign those 
agreements. The whole reform process is dis- 
credited. Soviet economists who have visited the 
United States recently, are very bitter in describing 
the situation. They say that Gorbachev has wasted 
five years and they b lam e the leadership for the crisis 
that has now set in. 

The reform programme developed by Deputy 
Prime Minister Abalkin, who was then one of Gor- 
bachev’s chief economic advisers, was fairly promis- 
ing. It proposed the privatisation of two-thirds of 
the economy, a relatively free market, it provided for 
a stock exchange by 1992 to 1993 and foi 
safety not social guarantee

78 Gaza Palestinians hurt in violent clashes 


GAZA Feb 26, (Agencies): Israeli troops backed by a tear gas-spraying 
helicopter shot and wounded at least 78 Palestinians in the occupied 
Gaza strip today in some of the most violent clashes in months, doctors 
said. 

Hospital and clinic workers said at least 65 of those wounded were 
from Rafah refugee camp, a flashpoint of unrest in the 26-momh-old 
Palestinian uprising against Israeli rule. 

The clashes began at dawn when residents of the teeming camp on the

border with Egypl took to the streets to protest at the killing of a 20- 
year-old resident by troops last night. 

The army tried to pul trown the protest with gunfire and tear-gas and 
clamped a curfew on the camp and surrounding areas. Rafah residents

The 
army called in border police reinforcements and dropped tear-gas 
canisters from a helicopter, the residents said.

WARSAW. Feb 26, (Reuter): Israeli Foreign Mini- 
ster Moshe Arens arrived in Poland today to renew 
diplomatic ties severed in 1 967. 

“The Polish government today admits its break- 
ing of ties with Israel was a serious mistake,” the 
government daily Rzcczpospolila said in a commen- 
tary entitled “Poland apologises to Israel." 

It said Warsaw planned to make amends for a 
1968 anti-semitic purge, which forced some 30.000 
Jews to emigrate, by allowing them to return and 
restoring their Polish citizenship. 

The two countries are expected to sign an 
agreement tomorrow restoring full diplomatic rela- 
tions. This will lead to an exchange of ambassadors

At least 625 Palestinians have 
been killed by Israeli troops or 
civilians in the uprising that 
began in December 1987. 
Another 1 86 have been killed by 
other Arabs as suspected 
collaborators or moral deviants 
and 44 Jews have died. 

Military sources said at least 
10 people were wounded in dis- 
turbances in Rafah. They said 
the army only counted as woun- 
ded those who were admitted to 
hospital. 


Rafah was declared a dosed 
military zone. 

Soldiers also destroyed the 
homes of three Palestinians 
accused of killing an alleged 
collaborator, the army said.

Tunisia’s vocal fundamentalist detained after unrest 


TUNIS, Feb 26, (Reuter): Police detained the spok- 
esman for Tunisia's Islamic movement today after 


he accused the government of violent repression. 
Ali Laaridh of the Nahdha (renaissance) 


buildings. At least 283 of the students detained have 
been drafted into the army. 


Movement was picked up from his home at 2 am 
(0100 GMT) and taken to the Ministry of Interior 
for questioning, his colleagues said. 

Ministry officials were not available to co mm ent. 
In a statement on Friday, Laaridh said the han- 
dling of unrest by Islamist students “shows that the 
government has chosen the logic of violence by 
adopting police methods to treat the legitimate 
demands of the popular masses. ” 

The authorities detained 583 students last week 
after the Islamist-dominated Tunisian General 
Students’ Union organised sit-ins at 10 university 


Laaridh’s statement said: “The Nahdha 
movement recalls that the use of repression ... in 
treating problems is bound to fail and constitutes a 
major cause of the crisis facing the country.*' 

It is Laaridth's second spell in detention since he 
was appointed late last year as spokesman for the 
movement which does not have official recognition. 
On the first occasion, he was released with a warn- 
ing. 

The government says the militant students are a 
minority trying to drag the majority into conflict 
with the government and prove the strength of the 
Islamic movement. 


UNITED NATIONS, Feb 26, 
(Reuter): Israel said that the 
Bekaa valley in neighbouring 
Lebanon was a hotbed of drug 
trafficking and that Syria, which 
had troops there, bore a respon- 
sibility for suppressing the nar- 
cotics trade. 

“We hope that international 
focus on this region will result in 
positive action by the countries 
in the Middle East,” the director 
of Israel's anti-drug authority, 
Benny Arad, told a general 
assembly session on the world- 
wide narcotics problem. 

He said Lebanon, plagued by 
turmoil, was widely acknowled- 
ged as a country in which large 
areas, especially in the Bekaa 
valley, were exploited for the 
production of hashish and 
heroin smuggled to many parts 
of the world. 

“The countries abutting 
Lebanon are confronted with the 
acute problem of substantial 
drug production contiguous to 
their borders." he said. 

Despite a slight effort, at crop 
eradication, “the Bekaa valley 
remains a hotbed of flourishing 
drug traffic,” he said.

CARTHAGE, Tunisia, Feb 26, (AP): A 
project to drain this legendary port shows 
‘a scandalous contempt for a site sacred to

Abdclmajid Nabli, responsible for con- 
serving the ruins of ancient Carthage, said 
“ignorant Tunisians are destroying the 
harbour from which Hannibal set out in 
219 BC on his ill-fated campaign to con- 
quer Rome.” 

Nabli believes big developers are eyeing 
thesiteand that the dredging is just the first 


yachts and homes for the rich. 

But Fethi Nouicer. spokesman for the 
public Works Ministry in charge of the six- 
month project, said the drainage was 
needed after centuries of accumulated 
mud and garbage created a stagnant pool 
that breeds mosquitoes, a nuisance and 
health hazard to local residents.

“The whole thing is a tragedy doing 
irretrievable damage to our national 
heritage.” 

Work on the project began in earnest 
this week. Already, the contractor has 
levelled the outer edge of the distinctive 


circular lagoon with an island in the mid- 
dle that once served as a naval arsenal. 
Nabli said ancient Carthaginian ships 
sailed into the harbour from the open sea 
and moored on the island for nealry 800 
years. 

“We are certain (hat there must be some 
Carthaginian ships sunk into the mud at 
die bottom, and. in case, myriads of 
objects priceless to archeology must lie 
there,” he said. 

The entire harbour was much as the 
Carthaginians left it 1,800 years ago. But 
in the last few days a footbridge leading to 
the island has been knocked down.

Baghdad urges 
higher oil prices 


NICOSIA, Cyprus, Feb 26, (AP): 
Iraq appears to be urging other key 
Gulf petroleum producers to aim for 
a higher oil price than the current 
target of S18 a barrel, the Middle 
East Economic Survey reported 
today. . 

The weekly news'etter, published 
in Cyprus, said thiswas understood 
to be the main thrust of recent mes- 
sages from Iraqi President Saddam 
Hussein to the leaders of Saudi 
Arabia and Kuwait 

The messages were delivered 
earlier this month by Iraqi Oil Mini- 
ster Issam Abdd-Rahim Al Chalabi 
but their contents were not divulged 
at the time. 

The Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries has sex a target 
price of S18 a barrel in an effort to 
_■ stabilise oil prices. 

The economic survey, which 
quoted “Gulf sources", wrote: 
"Although couched in moderate 
terms, the Iraqi message conveyed 
the unpression that nominal prices 


should be allowed to rise gradually.” 
at least to compensate forinflation. 

The newsletter said this would 
carry “the implication that the Gulf 
producers should observe the neces- 
sary production restraint to permit 
this to happen. 

"The Iraqis appear to be par- 
ticularly worried about a possible 
price deterioration in the second 
quarter of this year due to Opec over- 
production.” 

It said the message also argued 
that trig Gulf producers with spare 
output capacity should not ignore 
the interests of other Opec exporters, 
such as Algeria, which lack capacity 
to expand output but badly need 
higher oil prices to sustain thor econ- 
omic development. 

On Sunday, the United Arab 
Emirates called for a new production 
agreement by the ofl organisation 
that would assign a higher quota to 
that Gulf state. 

Sheikh Khalifa Bin Zayed, Abu 
Dhabi's Crown Prince and chairman 


of hs Supreme Petroleum Council, ■ 
said "we are looking forward to a 
new Opec quota accord that win 
reflect the UAH’s natural size.” 

The UAE expressed reservations 
about the 1.5 nuSion banels-a-day 
quota it was offered at the last Opec 
meeting in November. 

Because of this, the overall 
production ceiling of 22 million 
barrels a day for January- June 1990 
included only the old quota of 1 -095 
milli on barrels for the UAE 

UAE leaders said they were bring- 
ing down production from 2.6 
tnuKonbanelsadayasof January, to 
a self-imposed daily rate of 2 million 
bands, as a temporary measure to 
help the organisation stabilise the 
market.

But although shares opened lower across Europe, they 
recovered most of then* losses by nudday, helped by institu- 
tions hunting for bargains, and many posted gains once 
Wall Street opened with a steady to firm tone. 

“It has been a very creditable and encouraging perfor- 
mance,” one London dealer said. 

The resilience of US slocks in the face of Tokyo's 


over the past week and alleviated conc e rns about a down- 
ward trend on global stock markets. 

Fears about posable higher interest rates world-wide 
has sparked severe weakness in bond and now equity 
markets. 


A key factor in world-wide market gloom is German I 
unificatio n and the damage it could cause to the strong | 
West German economy, whose currency is the cornerstone 
of the European monetary system, which locks nine 
European currencies in a grid. 

Traders are worried about the heavy cost to West 
Germany of monetary union and rebuilding the East’s 
ailing economy, a burden which is expected to be inflation- 
ary and push up West German interest rates. This has 
bolstered the mark recently, particularly against the yen. 

The London Financial Times- Stock Exchange index of 
100 leading shares rose 12.6 points to end at the day’s high 
of 2^49.3 after opening 28.2 points down. 

French shares pulled back opening losses to end slightly 
higher while Swiss and German shares, which dose earlier, 
ended weaker but well off the day's lows.

Petroleum demand rebounds 

Opec ministers to meet 


LONDON, Feb 26, (Reuter): Opec could beset fora 
bitter internal row over how high to set prices now 
that world petroleum demand is rebounding from 
the glut of the mid- 1 980s. 

Kuwait seems happy to keep a lid of prices. The 
Gulf emirate, a major producer, wants to use cheap 
oil to stimulate the revival in demand so that it can 
increase the volume produced from its huge 
reserves. 

But others among the 1 3 members of the Organ- 
isation of the Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(Opec), including Iran and Iraq, which have less 
production capacity, want prices to edge higher. 

“It looks as if we're building up for a real confron- 
tation," said Peter Gignoux, a London-based direc- 
tor with trading house Sbearson Lehman Hutton. 

Opec ministers gather in Vienna in mid-March for 
talks of their mar ket monitoring committee to con- 
sider the way that excess oil supply by some coun- 
tries. the United Arab Emirates, has helped to 
moderate a sharp rise in prices during a recent icy 
snap in the United States. 

Neither makes any secret about ignoring its Opec- 
mandated output quota. 

Kuwait’s Minister, Sheikh Ali Al Khalifa, says 


the excess output was necessary 1 to stop prices going 
100 high and that he saw no need to keep to q uoia as 
long as average prices were above a declared Opec 
target ofSISper barrel. 

Others reply that $18 was only an agreed "floor 
pnee”. Average spot price have anyway slipped in 
recent days to around that level, down three dollars 
since early January. 

“Prices are sloppy." Gignoux said. Traders are 
now watching to see if Kuwait will respond with a 
significant and well-publicised cut in its output 
needed to arrest the slide. 

The biggest exporter. Saudi Arabia, is said by 
industry sources to have cut to around its quota after 
being slightly above it in January. 

MEES reported today it suggested that "nominal 
prices be allowed to rise gradually" and favoured a

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Kaifu-Bush summit needed with trade deadlines looming 


TOKYO, Feb 26, (AP): US President Georae Bush 
and Japanese Prime Minister Toshiki Kami will 
meet this week to address trade friction that is 
igniting political problems within each or the econ- 
omic powerhouses. 

Their California meeting comes one week after 
Japanese and US officials ended a third round of 
talks on lopsided trade. 

Both sides saw the need for a prompt summit as 
the latest talks ended in frustration for each.

' bank of Japan. 

The key 225-sharc Nikkei index 
' closed np from its day's lows but still 
down 1.569.10 points, or 4.50 per 
. cent after losing 935.87 points on 
Friday. It had plunged as many as 
2.447.79 by mid-afternoon. 

"It doesn't look as if the stock 
market per se will affect things terri- 
. bly much," said Robert Alan Feld- 
■ man, an economist at Salomon 
Brothers Asia Ltd. 'The 1987 (stock 
market) crash didn't have a par- 
. tkularly large impact'' 

A sense that their wealth is slipping 
1 away with falling share prices could 
make some consumers a bit less likely 
to spend, especially on the high-price 
luxury goods which have been an 
important pan of Japan's consumer 
spending spree. 

“The individual shareholder's 
attitude toward consumption could 
be cooled off," said Sumitomo Bank 
Ltd economist Toshiake Kakimoto. 

But the impact on consumption is 
expected to be far less than it would 
be in the United States, where a larger 
proportion of individuals hold 
shares, the economists said. 

“I would think (the stock market) 
would have some impact on con- 
•• sumer spending, but not equal to that 
in the US, because stock holding is 
still less hoe among individuals than 
in the US“ said Peter Morgan, econ- 
omist at Barclays de Zoete Wedd 
Securities (Japan) Ltd. “It's still con- 
centrated among a certain number of 
speculators.” 

The startling downturn in share 
prices could also hamper corpora- 
tion from raising funds in the equity 
market.

Soviets to step up trade with Arabs 


MOSCOW, Feb 26, (Kuna): A 
senior Soviet economic official 
indicated that there were exten- 
sive opportunities for Soviet- 
Kuwaib co-operation in joint 
ventures and investment. 

The chairman of Soviet Cham- 
ber of Commerce and Industry 
Y uri Bo lakh believed that “pros- 
pects in coming three years 
would be fairly suitable for 
foreign investment in the Soviet 
Union, particularly funds pour- 
ing in from Kuwait.” 

Bo lakh, who recently visited 
Kuwait, Syria and Jordan, said 
in an interview with Kuna that

currency. 

He also referred to present 
controversy and heated debate in 
the Soviet Union over the need 
for ending the monopoly of 
Soviet foreign trade bank to all 
external financial deals and 
efforts for introducing a new sys- 
tem that might allow establish- 
ment of joint banks in the coun- 
try. 

The Soviet official linked the 
progress in economic ties bet- 
ween his country and the Arab 
world to current political and 
economic changes in the Soviet 
Union, noting that some 14.000 
Soviet commercial foundations 
were granted the right to develop 


such bonds andaxe now in a state 
of active search for new partners 
in foreign markets, including the 
Arab world. 

He emphasised that a Soviet 
commission has been formed to 
promote trade relations with 
Arab countries, saying that 
Kuwait was well qualified to play 
an outstanding role in invest- 
ment fields in this connection, 
while Syria and other Arab coun- 
tries could contribute by export- 
ing certain agricultural products 
to the Soviet Union. 

Bo lakh asserted that the Arab 
countries have good chances to 
invest in Soviet southern 
republics where there were 
similarities regarding reli gio ns 
beliefs and social and cultural 
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Abdul Aziz Al Saquer 
values. 

“This does not mean there 
were no potentials for Arab 
investment in Soviet European 
Republics," Bolakh added. He 


stated that Arab countries would 
also find encouragement in the 
Ural Republics where heavy 
machinery and coal industries 
are nourishing. 

He said during his recent talks 
in Kuwait with the president of 
the Arab Chambers of Com- 
merce and Industry Association 
he proposed the convening of a 
joint Soviet-Arab meeting in 
Moscow next May to assess the 
prospects of future co-operation 
and examine the impact of 
present economic changes, both 
in the Soviet Union and world- 
wide, on bilateral co-operation, 
namely in banking spheres. 

He underscored the impor- 
tance of upgrading of activities of 
the joint Soviet-Arab Chamber 


of Commerce and Industry and 
the need of creating an affiliate 
permanent body in Moscow to 
oversee contacts with Arab 
countries and to organise the 
flow of information and other 
issues between Soviet and Arab 
chambers of trade and industry. 

Bolakh said he met in Kuwait 
with the president of Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry Abdul 
Aziz Al Saquer and represen- 
tatives of Kuwait's trade and 
economic establishments where 
talks evaluated in details ways of 
reactivating investments by 
Kuwaiti companies in the Soviet 
Union and steps of boosting

BAHRAIN, Feb 26, (Reuter): 
Gulf Arab oil producers are 
unlikely to back a Kuwaiti call to 
scrap Opec output quotas at a 
key meeting in March even 
though some countries are now 
exceeding them, regional oil 
analysts say. 

They did not believe oil heav- 
yweights Saudi Arabia, Iraq and 
the United Arab Emirates — 
which persistently exceeds its 
quota — would support 
Kuwait's suggestion since 
quotas were stiilneeded to prop 
up crude prices. 

“At some point in the 1 990s we . 
may not need Opec quotas 
because everyone will be produc- 
ing at their maximum to- meet 
demand.” Gulf International 
Bank Economist Henry Azzam 
said. 

“At the moment everyone is 
trying to produce enough to meet 
market demand and keep prices 
from overshooting but in the 
next few months seasonal factors 
will change and world demand 
lessen' — quotas will be needed to 


back-up prices," he told Reuters. 

Kuwait's Oil Minister Sheikh 
Ali Al Khalifa said two weeks 
ago he favoured abandoning 
Opec's quota system because it 
was not being honoured and was 
in any case not needed as prices 
were above the organisation's 
S18 per barrel benchmark. 

If the group's ultimate aim was 
to maintain prices then 
producers with spare capacity 
could get together and cut back 
whenever prices fell below S18, 
he said. 

But the analysts said Saudi 
Arabia — the only Gulf producer 
with any excess capacity to speak 
of — would reject the idea 
outright because it would force 
the kingdom back into its old role 
of “swing producer," adjusting 
output to suit demand. 

Saudi Oil -Minister Hisbam 
Nazer said late in 1987 the king- 
dom would not let this happen 
again. 

“From Saudi Arabia's point 
_• pf view,, the whole idea of scrap- 
ping quotas is a bit premature as 


it is the only Gulf state with 
excess capacity,” one oil analyst 
in the kingdom said. 

He said it made no sense to do 
away with quotas until there was 
no excess capacity left in the 
world.

ROME, (Reuter): For Italians, 
the release of a new Fellini film is 
tike the launch of a beaujolais 
noveau for the French. 

li is a national happening. 
Critics endlessly analyse the film, 
probing its real significance. It 
dominates conversation at smart 
parties and on television. 

So it has been in the past few 
weeks as Federico Fellini's La 
Voce Della Luna (The Voice of 
the Moon) opened in hudreds of 
theatres in Italy's biggest cinema 
event for years. 

Three years to be exact, since 
the release of the last work by the 
only Italian director called 11 
Maestro (the master), the only 
one whose films open at HoU- 
ywood-siyle. star-studded 
premieres. 

“I'm not sure 1 understood it 
but it may be a masterpiece, or at 
least it will be in 10 years," said 
one bemused woman as she left 
the film's first screening at a 
Rome dnema. 

“I was moved because Fellini

Inn, film is a great 
metaphor of the human condi- 
tion T said an elderly man. 

Critics have used much purple 
prose to praise the maestro and 
by extension the him, a fable like 
many of Fellini's works. 

“The master is always there, 
absorbed by the proud commit- 
ment to give an eni gmatic , resen- 
tful, derisory, and slightly scorn- 
ful response to the shapeless 
boisterousness of existence," 
said the lop-dxcolaUon and res- 
pected Coniere Della Sera. 

“Fellini has reached the posi- 
tion ofademi-god whom nobody 
likes to criticise,'' said a foreigner 
working in the Italian film indus- 
try.

Dutch celebrate Van Gogh 


Centenary spawns commercial spin offs

; 30 to July 29, bringing together 130 printings and 
I 250 sketches by Van Gogh. 

; But while this is the highlight of the celebrations, 

the centenary win see a range of happenings from 
j the serious to the ludicrous, 
j “1990 is Van Gogh a go-go year," wrote the 
j Dutch NRC Handelsblad newspaper previewing 
j the events. 

I One red-bearded Dutch model has beenrrying to

j On the serious side, the curators of the exhibition 

j at the Vincent van Gogh Museum m Amsterdam 

! and the K rodler-Mueller Museum in Otterio, in the 
U east of the country, have put the emphasis on works 
the artist considered his most important. The 


curators drew on Van Gogh's extensive correspon- 
dence with bis brother Theo. 

The exhibition will offer a rare chance to see 
different versions of the same priming together. 

Some of the works have been kept in private 
collections away from public eyes for up to 50 years 
and others have rarely been allowed to travel — 
because of the fear of ruining them. 

Experts say it may be the last time so many Van 
Goghs will go on show together — partly because of 
the exorbitant insurance costs for his paintings. 

The show has been insured for $3 billion — 
be hived to be the highest coverage ever to be taken 
oat for an art exhibition — with a premium of S4 
million. The Dutch government has promised to 
cover losses up to $150 mUlion. 

The phenomenal high price is because Van 
Gogh's works have broken all records In recent 
years. His “Irises"' fetched $53.7 million in 1987, the 
highest sum ever for a work of art. 

“Irises” will not be on display — Van Gogh did 
not consider it among his masterpieces. But among 
the gems wSl be “Starry Night" from the New York 
Museum of Modern Art, three versions of ‘"The 
Bedroom" Grom Paris. Chicago and Amsterdam, 
and “The Yellow House.” 


Organisers say they expect up to 1.4 million 
visitors at the show. 

In addition, a film festival featuring more than 80 
films on Van Gogh, several operas, ballet and plays 
dramatising his life — even special bicycle trips to 
thespots where he painted and lived — are planned. 

On the commercial side. Van Gogh fans can buy 
a flask of perfume inspired by the artist's Dower 


canvases Tor 125 guilders ($62.50). “The design for 
the bottle is based on the ever returning sun m the 


ket 


works of Van Gogh," says the advertisement. 

Others may find Vincent Extra Brut Cava wine 
produced in Spain irresistible at 30 guilders ($1 5) a 
bottle or consider a Van Gogh watch a must. 

Among other items on sale is flower-scented 
Vincent soap, a lie or T-shirt ofhis landscapes and a 
compact disc with music by his favourite com- 
posers . 

Bronze busts of Van Gogh are available for 
$487.50, while an imitation of “Sunflowers” pain- 
ted in oils can be had for about $650 and a lith- 
ograph of “Irises” for $300. 

Such products underscore the enduring fascina- 
tion Van Gogh, whocommi ttod suicide at the age of 
37 and sold only a single painting in his life; holds 
for the public.

Wilkins Mid she was fortunate 
because the community foundation, 
which provided a grant for Real Men 
for two years, had been interested in a 
teen pregnancy project for adolescent

Cool 

“Thar previous studies had shown 
that the No. 1 school dropout cause 
among female teens is pregnancy” 
Wilkins said. “We found there were 
plenty of pregnancy prevention 
programmes for the girls, but very few 
for the boys.” 

“A friend of mine was in Real Men, 
and he asked me if I wanted to join,” 
Cranford said. “He said it was real 


cool, so I went and checked it out” 

To join Real Men and be eligible for 
the scholarship, the student must sign a 
contract not to have a child. Guidance 
counsellors and parents verify the 
student's participation. Parents also 
must sign the contract and attend 


parents’ meetings. 

The programme is open to boyc in 
9th through 1 2th grades, and is targeted 
to poor, inner-city blacks. 

Model 

Of nine high school seniors enrolled 
in the 17-week programme that began 
last spring, all successfully completed 
the course and seven were in college last 
fall, including five enrolled at lemoyne- 
Owen. Free tution is provided only at 
Lemoyne-Owen. The two students who 
did not attend college entered the 


service. 

”lt taught s*. the responsibility of 
not getting caught in that trap,” said 
Mario Johnson, 18, another freshman 


at Lemoyne-Owen. 

Johnson and Crawford are attending 
the sessions for tire new group members 
this spring and see themselves as role 
models. 

Enrollment has grown. When the 
programme was first offered last spr- 
ing, 27 boys participated. This year, 38 
are enrolled. 

Every Saturday, the Real Men meet 
for two hours and talk about the facts of 
life, the realities of child support and 
responsibilities of caring for a family . 

“A lot of the young ones don't know 
what many of the terms mean,” John- 
son aid. “And what they don't know 
can hurt them. Some of them are scared 
to have the conversations with their 
parents and they feel comfortable talk- 
ing with us." 

The group leader for the project is 
Tony Olden. 30. a soda! worker who 
grew up in a neighbourhood near 
Lemoyne-Owen, just like most of those 


participating in the Real Men 
programme. 

VV I came from a single-parent home 
and had to look up to somebody else for 
a role model, “Olden said. “The black 
community is really lacking because 
there are not enough role models. The 
ltids need to know that if you see guys 
walking down the street with gold 
chains, these are not role models.” 


Olden said discussions in the 
programme are frank. 

“There are lads 1 3 years old out there 
making babies," Olden said. “We tell 
them if you're going to be sexually 
active, you need to practaice birth con- 
trol. And we talk about birth-control 
methods.” 

But Olden said Rea] Men goes 
beyond birth control. 

“We talk to them about setting goals 
and the importance of education.

Studying how 
things work 
in the ocean 


PACIFIC GROVE. Calif.: In a 
darkened room of the Point c 
Lobos. a research ship on north- 1 
era California's Monterey Bay. a ; 
man ne biologist and two geolog- i 
ists scrutinise a video monitor. 1 
All morning, the ship has crossed 1 
the Monterey Canyon, a gaping 
breach in die continental shelf 
similar in size lo the Grand Can- 
yon. 

Now a video camera, almost 
300 feel below, transmits pic- 
tures of an underwater landslide 
or “slump" that has occurred on 
the cans on wall 
The scientists are excited. 
Although swirling debris from 
the loose « all often occludes the 
images, these arc almost cer- 
tainly the first pictures ever taken 
of a marine canyon slumr soon 
after a major earthquake — in 
this case, the 7.1 temblor that 
shook the San Francisco region 
in October. 

“The Monterey Canyon 
provides an oponunily to study a 
well-represented area on the ear- 
th’s surface — cold, deepwater 
— very close to home," says 
Chuck Baxter, a biologist from 
the Monterey Bay Aquarium 
Research Institute (MBARI). 
which owns the ship. "We can get 
to this terrain 10 nautical miles 
from our dock, as opposed to 100 
miles or so on the East Coast- We 
are taking some of the highest- 
quality deep see images in the 
world." 

The live images are not only 
shown on three different screens 
in the control room, but simul- 
taneously in MB ARI’s offices on 
shore. Every minute is recorded 
on broadcast-quality videotape, 
narrated on the spot by the 
oceanographer* aboard. 

"Usually, it would take me a 
month just to apply for a boat, 
and actual research wouldn't 
take place until many weeks 
later/’ says Gary Greene, a 
marine geologist with the United 
States Geological Survey and 
Moss Landing Marine Labs. 
"This excursion h a good exam- 
ple of what a private foundation 
tan do," Greene says. 


The newest of five research 
organisations in the Monterey 
Bay region. MBARI operates on 
a mulumillion-dollar grant from 
the David and Lucilc Packard 
Foundation based in Los Altos. 
Calif. 

The institute's mandate is 
“establishing a system concept 
for the ecology of Monetary 
Bay." Through observation and 
measurements, researchers will 
try to determine how the mix of 
sun and wind, phytoplankton 
and marine animals, topography 
ana 0 c. v: - currents, work 
together.

“While this system rewards 
creative, aggressive individuals 
with three-year grants, it has dis- 
couraged interdisciplinary work 
and long-term thinking." 

Barber says a long-term study 
of an oceanic ecosystem is over- 
due, pointing out that humank- 
ind is modifying, if not abusing, a 
terrain that "represents two- 
thirds of the earth's surface. 
Scientists have little information 
on how oceans operate. Whether 
the issue is global wanning or 
ocean dumping, they don’t know 
enough lo accurately forecast the 
consequences. 

“Being terrestrial animals, wc 
have a much better understand- 
ing of how terrestrial systems 
work." says Barber. "But in the 
ocean, we don't have that expert- 
ise. The US maintains only about 
; 10 buoys on both coasts, and 

; they report wind and wave condi- 

i lions, but no subsurface ocean 

| properties. Because wc look 

l closely at oceanic ecosystems for 
just short periods, we have only 
1 an abstract notion of how these 
l systems operate."

now. the few long-term data we 
have are from fisheries, which 
have recorded fluctuations in 
stock. But MBARI is fairly 
unique in that it is studying an 
entire ecosystem." says Mike 
Reeve, head of the Ocean Scien- 
ces Research Section of the 
National Science Foundation. 

"We know, for example, that 
global warming from increased 
carbon dioxide emissions can 
potentially raise sea levels, 
change ocean currents, and even 
dramatically redistribute 
weather patterns." he says. "But 
only by looking at an oceanic 
ecosystem in great detail over 
many years can we sort out gen- 
uine long-term trends from mere 
statistical noise." Aboard the 
Point Lobos. ihe first thing that 
strikes s visitor is the remotely 
operated vehicle, or ROV. per- 
ched on its deck. With its tangle 
of wires, mechanical arm, and 
v ideo camera lens peering out the 
front, the ROV looks like a crea- 
tion of George Lucas. 

"The problem with studying 
the ocean is twofold: We have 
difficulty staying there and trou- 
ble ceiung "deep." Mr Barber 
says. “Both can be addressed by 
remote-sensing devices. As the 
Alvin project ai Woods Hole 
Oceanographic Institution has 
proven, sending people down in 
submersible is certainly possible 
and worthwhile, but also very 
difficult and expensive. Wc think 
ifs better over the long term to 
leant about the ocean by deploy- 
ing sensors to be our eyes and 
ears." 

On this November morning. 


MBARI scientist. Baxter is 
accompanied by two marine 
geologists, Greene and colleague 
Mike Ledbetter, who have more 
than a professional interest in 
locating underwater slumps. 
Both have associations with 
Moss Landing Marine Labs, 
which was built on a spit at the 
head of Monterey Canyon. The 
California earthquake opened a 
six-inch crack in the floor of that 
facility, large enough to reach in 
and scoop out sand. The geolog- 
ists theorize that the seismic 
activity that condemned the buil- 
dings has also taken place further 
down the canyon walls. 

Hie first order of business is to 
locate a probable area where 
slumps might have occurred. To 
do this, the ship slowly traverses 
the canyon with a senes of one- 
mile sweeps. On the bridge, the 
three researchers and the first 
mate stare intently at an ins- 
trument called a bathymetric 
profiler. The device plots the 
profile of the ocean floor by emit- 
ting high-frequency sounds and 
gauging the depth by their echo. 
As wc crisscross the channel, a 
series of deep arches is plotted on 
the paper, and the geologists 
look for slight irregularities that 
may indicate a landslide. 

After several hours of search- 
ing, the researchers agree on a 
spot. Technicians unlash the 
ROV and deploy it with a crane. 
The ROV is linked to the boat 
with a long tether containing 
electric cords and fibre-optic 
cables for sending images. A 
pilot controls it from the ship’s 


control centre using a joy stick — 
a more elaborate version of the 
device used on video games. 

For several hours, there is no 
sign of a slump. Buffed relentles- 
sly by the current, the canyon 
wall has the uniform texture of 
carpet But in the midafternoon, 
we come across an area that has 
dearly slid. Clouds of small fish 
swirl above, attracted by the 
newly exposed nutrients. 

“This is Irving geology,” says 
Greene. “We’re used to thinking 
in terms of eons, but here is 
activity that has taken place over 
the past few weeks. We can’t I 
absolutely say that it’s related to 
the earthquake, but it’s a good 
working assumption." 

The voyages of the Point 
Lobos are the most visiblepart of 
MBARTs activities, but tne task 
of making the data it collects 
available to researchers will be its 
legacy. Barber nous that science, 
in general, has become very good 
at gathering data, but less succes- 
sful at making them accessible. 

“For example, from 1979 
through 1986, a satellite sensor 
called the Coastal Zone Colour 
Scanner took magnificent pic- 
tures of the ocean — with results 
a hundred times better than 
expected," he explains. “But we 
are only now getting around to 
making those linages available to 
researchers. A similar thing hap- 
pened with Alvin, the maimed 
submersible that revolutionised 
deep-sea biology. We now have 
thousands of wonderful pictures, 
but no central index to them.

The world’s most economical petrol-engined vehicle' s capacity 
is only 15cc, and in 1984 it completed 3,803 miles on a single 
gallon of fiiel at the Silverstone racing circuit in England, 
travelling at between 21 and 35km/h (13-22mph).

1, 600-ton Japanese tanker Shin-Aitoku Maru uses huge rigid 
sails, controlled by electric motors linked to a computer, as well 
as ordinary engines, to save fuel. It has been estimated that if all 
the commercial shipping in the world were powered in this way. 
as much as 1 50 million tonnes of oil might be saved every year. 

One of the first showers was installed at Chatsworth, the home of 
the English aristocrat the Duke of Devonshire. The device 
required somebody to pump it by hand. Steam baths became 
popular in the 1890s, in a design that could only be opened from 
the outside. This meant that there was no escape for die bather if 
the fire providing the steam got out of control! 

A giant ‘Jumbotron’ television was constructed by the Japanese 
firm Sony in 1985, measuring 42m (138ft) in height and with an 
area of over l,000$qm (10,000sqft). The smallest colour tele- 
vision produced to date has a screen 38mm (1 .5in) across. 

The 18th-century English astronomer Sir Edmund Halley, who 
gave his name to Halley’s Comet, also invented the diving bell. It 
was a large wooden barrel filled with air and weighted so it would 
rink. Extra air was supplied from barrel sunk to a lower level 
than the main bell and attached to it by a pipe. Divers could leave 
the chambers and walk on the river bottom while breathing aim 
through a tube. 

At Wuppertal in Germany, the river valley is too narrow for an 
underground railway, so a mono-rail system has been built 
running above the streets and waterways, instead of below.

The bridge world is still resisting 
the onslaught of computers as com- 
petitors. While chess-playing com- 
puters have already defeated 
grandmasters, no bridge-playing 
computer can hold its own against a 
good club player. This hand, for 
Instance, would be completely out 
of reach of any computer. 

South's jump to three spades was 
intended as an invitational bid, since

he could have cue-bid three clubs to 
create a game force. However, 
North must have taken it as forcing. 
How else could you justify raising to 
game with IS points, of which 2 
rated to be wasted? 

The defenders started with three : 
rounds of clubs, declarer ruffing the ■ 
third in dummy. A bridge computer 
might recognize the danger- of a 
trump promotion and realize a 
trump finesse would be a waste of 
time since West had to have every 
major missing high card to open one 
no trump. Therefore, the computer 
might play a trump to the ace and 
continue with the queen, losing to 
West's king. , 

A good defender would now de- 
feat the spade game by exiting with 
a heart. Declarer cannot get back to 
hand to draw the last trump and 
take the diamond finesse without 
promoting West's ten of spades to 
the setting trick. 

A, competent declarer would foil 
this defense. After cashing the ace 
of spades, the right technique is to 
play off the ace and king of hearts 
before continuing with a trump to 
the queen. West still takes the king, 
but now there is no way of prevent- 
ing declarer from getting to hand to 
draw the outstanding trump and 
take the diamond finesse.

Brazil favourite for Cup: coach 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Feb 26, (AP): The coach 
of Brazil's national soccer team said his squad 
is the favourite for the 1990 World Cup tour- 
nament, but he warned fans about overcon- 
fidence in an interview published yesterday. 

“Brazil is the favourite. But people don’t 
understand that phrase and think it’s a Form 
of scorning opponents,” the Rio daily O 
Globo quoted coach Sebastiao Lazaroni as 
saying. 

Lazaroni, who will head the team for the 
first time in this summer's tournament in 
Italy, added that he was worried about over- 
confidence among both fans and players. 

“Now is the time to put the breaks on the 
*we already won’ attitude I'm hearing from 
many people on the streets. On top of that, I 
read all the time that Brazil is the big favourite 
with bettors. ... It's better to combat this 
problem before it gets any worse,” he said. 

Brazil, a three-time world champion, has 
seen its stock, rise since winning the 1989 
America Cup tournament, the South 
American Championship, and especially 
since it beat powerhouses Italy and Holland 


on their own fields in exhibition games late 
last year. 

But the coach said his team would have to 
work hard during World Cup training if 
Brazil was to become the first four-time Cup 
winner. ■ 

“I want that championship in Italy. .. But 
we have to show our potential on the field, not 
talking off of it," he said. 

Lazaroni pointed to West Germany, 
Argentina, Italy, Holland, England, 
Yugoslavia and Spain as Brazil's strongest 
competitors in the World Cup, which gets 
underway June 8. 

“All of those teams have conditions to 
perform well in Italy and conquer the title,” he 
said. 

■ The president of soccer's worldwide 
governing body has called for rule changes to 
accommodate television coverage — and 
boost revenues — for the 1994 World Cup 
tournament. 

Joao Havdange, president of the Inter- 
national Federation of Soccer Associations, 
known by the French initials Fifa, told the 


Rio newspaper O Globo in an interview publi- 
shed yesterday that soccer games should be 
divided into four quarters of 25 minutes each 
' so TV networks could run more money-gen- 
erating advertisements. 

At present, soccer games consist of two 45- 
minute halves. The marly continuous action 
makes television commercials difficult. 

“Soccer is extremely professional and as 
such should seek all means of increasing 
revenues. It’s important for the growth of the 
sport,” the newspaper quoted Havdange. 

Noting that 5,500 journalists had been 
granted credentials to cover the 1990 World 
Cup in Italy this summer, the Fifa president 
asserted that media needs have to be taken 
into account when considering soccer’s 
future. 

However, Havelange cannot alter the rules 
of the sport on his own. He said the proposed 
change would have to be presented first to 
Fifa’s rules commission. If the commission 
agrees with him that dividing games into four 
quarters was desirable, it will pass the recom- 
mendation to Fifa’s international board.

AC Milan underlined their 
current form with a 4-0 drubbing 
of Roma in Rome, opening a 
two-point lead over Napoli with 
eight games left in the Italian 
First Division. 

Napoli, leaders for most of the 
campaign, slumped to a 3-1 
defeat at Intemaziotiate in Milan 
and looked lost without their ins- 
pirational captain Diego 
Maradona, absent with back 
pains. 

“At one point in the match I 
looked up (at the electronic 
scoreboard) and saw: Roma 0 
Milan 2. All the fight went out of 
me.” Napoli's international 
fowand Andrea Camevale said. 

Bui AC Milan's coach Arrigo 
Sacchi warned against overcon- 
fidence. “No talk of titles yet. 
When you think you've won 
that's when disasters start,” he 
said. 

Roma striker Rudi Voeller 
was injured during his side’s 
humiliation and looks likely to 
miss West Germany’s World 
Cup warmup against France on 
Wednesday. 

Milan face their midweek 
Italian Cup final first leg against 
Juventus in high spirits whereas
